"Wanted: 500,000 New Members 


ITH this issue of the Record, the American 

Bible Society is launching an effort to en- 
roll 500,000 annual members, whose giving over 
the span of the next several years will insure the 
meeting of the enormous Scripture needs of the 
world. 

It is clear that the Emergency Fund, which 
started in 1940, cannot be terminated until it is 
possible to build up continuous giving sufhcient 
to cover both the Society’s regular program and 
its emergency service to areas which it had not 
hitherto served. In other words, it is clear that 
the Emergency Fund must become part of the 
Society’s regular operations. 

This means the necessity of greatly extending 
the Society’s base of support, as well as of main- 
taining the giving of the Society’s present constit- 
uency. 

There are five classes of annual membership in 
the American Bible Society: active, secured by a 
$5 gift; service, $10; sustaining, $25. In addition 
there is the National Women’s Club, organized 
last year for women who can afford to give $50 or 
more, and the Ten Thousand Business Men’s 
Club for men who give $100 or more. 

Every donor of the above amounts automatic- 
ally is entitled to membership in the appropriate 
class and is entitled to certain privileges and a 
membership card mailed with the acknowledg- 
ment of his gift. Every member, as one of his

privileges, receives the Bible Society Record for a 
year. 

Since the Record now goes to about 200,000 
readers, if each reader were to enroll himself asa 
member and secure two other new members, the 
goal would be reached. 

In addition to such help as present members 
provide, the Society’s home staff will bend its ut- 
most efforts to achieve the objective. 

From time to time reports of progress will be 
made in the pages of the Record. Already test 
membership campaigns are being held in three 
communities: Dallas, Texas; Princeton, New Jer- 
sey; and Jamaica, Long Island, New York. Out 
of these experiences it is hoped that a successful 
pattern will evolve which can be applied in any 
community. The results will be reported, so that 
those willing to help organize such an effort may 
present it to a local ministerial association or inter- 
denominational group for approval and assistance. 

After reading the announcement on the back 
page, we urge you to enlist as a worker. Materials 
are available to help you present the opportunity 
and the need. 

Here, indeed, is a challenge to help in a very 
practical way to further the essential task of get- 
ting the Scriptures circulated in the increased 
quantities which the times demand. 

Remember the Society and this membership en- 
rollment in your prayers.

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what extent shall we undertake to meet current 
worldwide demands for the Christian Scrip- 
tures?” For the data that were laid before the 
Council on the first day revealed that, in spite of 
the fact that the Society raised more money last 
year than ever before and was proposing for 1948 
the largest regular budget of its 131 years, rts Of- 
ficers had received during recent months specific 
requests from fifteen countries, many of whose 
Scripture needs are not usually supplied by the 
American Bible Society, and which, if met, would 
cost, it was estimated, a further sum of $2,010,700 
in addition to the anticipated deficit in the Soci- 
ety’s War Emergency Fund of $540,660, carried 
over from former years but for work for which 
commitments have been made. 

A brochure of forty-five pages placed in the visi- 
tors’ hands the documented facts: more Scriptures 
for the Philippines; a continuation of the demand 
from Japan, whose appetite for the Scriptures 
seems insatiable; a special appeal from India, and 
another from Indonesia; Germany still hopelessly 
behind in making up her tragic shortage of Bible 
texts; an opening door for Scriptures into Russia; 
an earnest appeal from valiant Korea, which, if 
fully met, would alone cost the Society $487,000; 
additional appeals from France, Hungary, Czecho- 
slovakia and Greece. 

The extra that is needed is not a great amount, 
even as the great Church bodies count their obli- 
gations in these days of generous response to ap- 
palling need. No, not a great amount; but what 
will the Churches do to meet it? 

On the second day the Council went into session 
with the Budget Committee of the Society’s Board 
of Managers and, in the spirit of prayer and high 
determination, adopted budgets as they appear on 
page 25. The meeting closed on a high note of as- 
surance as the Findings Committee read its re- 
port, which follows:

We rejoice in the wise and capable efforts 
which are being made to increase the availability of 
the Bible to all peoples, in all languages. 


Meeting Postwar Emergencies 


It is evident from reports received that, rarely if ever 
in history, has the opportunity been so great for the 
distribution and reading of God’s Word. The sense of 
urgency so prevalent in all world thinking today seems 
peculiarly to be felt here. Field after field presents the 
possibility for immediate help by placing the Scriptures 
in the hands of the multitudes. 

Through his representatives Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
has urged that Scriptures be sent in increasing numbers 
to Japan. He expresses gratitude for the more than one 
million New Testaments already received. However, 
he reminds us that Japan is a spiritual vacuum which 
should be filled by Christianity. Christianity can neither 
be forced nor voted in Japan. It must be taught and 
caught. The Bible is the Christians’ textbook. General 
MacArthur pleads for more Scriptures, stating that 
Bibles are of inestimable value to’ spiritual rehabilita- 
tion, and, because of the establishment of freedom of re- 
ligion in Japan, millions are demanding the Scriptures. 

We have learned with gratitude of the recent confer- 
ences which the Officers of the Society held with Met- 
ropolitan Gregory of Leningrad and Novgorod, result- 
ing in the presentation of a copy of the new Russian 
Bible and the acceptance by the Metropolitan, in be- 
half of the Russian Orthodox Church, of a quantity of 
recently published Scriptures in Russian. We are glad 
to know that he successfully cleared with the authori- 
ties to permit their shipment to Moscow and of his as- 
surance of their distribution among the people.

Philippines and the plans for republishing the Scrip- 
tures there promise real hope. 

Help given to Germany and other countries of Cen- 
tral Europe will enable them to print their own Bibles. 
In many cases this help consists of the furnishing of 
paper and binding materials, and gives assurance of a 
greater number of copies of Scriptures being distributed 
at a lower cost than would otherwise be possible. 

We note with concern that many nations have been 
unable to make even a beginning of the distribution of 
the Scriptures. We feel that the total impact of appeals 
being made by such nations reveals the divine tide 
which is waiting to be matched by our united efforts to 
reach men and nations with the Holy Scriptures. 


Commendation of Staff 

We of the Advisory Council appreciate the vision, 
faith and tireless efforts of our staff members. We com- 
mend them for their concern for the wider use of the 
Scriptures in evangelism; we are heartened by the evi- 
dences of their foresight to include scores of countries 
and peoples who have hitherto not been served by the 
American Bible Society; for their work of enlarging the 
Department for the Use of the Scriptures; for making 
their magazine, the Bible Society Record, one of the most 
widely read religious magazines in our country. We 
learned that a recent survey revealed that among 57 
magazines showing an increase since 1940 the Bible 
Society Record topped the list with a gain of 500 percent. 
Recent eXpansion in both network and local radio 
programs is gratifying; likewise, the extending of the 
publication of the Bible for the Blind in other tongues; 
the acumen with which worldwide publishing projects 
have been developed, including the intricate problems 
of publishing in countries where facilities had been dis- 
rupted by the war; the tireless cultivation of churches 
and denominations to accept their responsibility for 
meeting the strategic demands of the postwar years. 

At this meeting we missed the seasoned counsel of 
Secretary North. We note with sincere regret his ill- 
ness, which prevents his presence. We send greetings 
and pray for his speedy and complete recovery.

From a War Widow “Every night—the great 
Gospel of Love”’ 

I just received a New Testament from the 
American Bible Society. We are refugees from 
Silesia—my old parents, my sister and my small 
children. My husband fell in Russia, my brother 
also. There was little consolation left for us in this 
world. I took the New Testament and in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount I found what I had been look- 
ing for in vain. I read long passages to our family 
circle. My children are two girls, five and eight. 
Every night now they ask me to continue to read 
to them the great Gospel of Love. 


“The Lord was 
with us” 


From a Sudetenland Expellee 


My home is the town of Aussig in Czechoslo- 
vakia, where my ancestors have been living for 
over three hundred years. During the war I be- 
came a prisoner of war in America. When I re- 
turned I had to search for my family, and I found 
my wife and three children in a refugee camp in 
Wiurttemberg. In this camp I have .experienced 
the spiritual needs of the Germans today. There 
is too much despair and hopelessness among them. 
One day Pastor Walz arrived in the camp to hold 
a Bible lesson. There was not a big audience, but 
the Lord was with us. After the lesson I asked the 
pastor if he could get me a Bible. Without much 
thinking he gave me his own and told me to thank 
the American Bible Society for it. He had just re- 
ceived an announcement from the Hilfswerk that 
the first Bibles from America had arrived and that 
he would soon get some copies for his work among 
refugees. God bless you all! 


From a Protestant Pastor “You should have seen 
his shiny eyes”’ 


I have received two hundred copies for my work 


among refugees in the whole of the Province of 


Schleswig-Holstein. But there are over one mil- 
lion refugees in this province alone! I do mission- 
ary work and I go from camp to camp. If I want

to be just, I can hardly leave more than two copies 
in each camp. I wish I had more Bibles, ‘and I 
wish some of our American benefactors could be 
present at our mectings to share the great joy 
which is created again and again just by one single 
New Testament. After service or Bible lesson I 
usually leave one copy with one of them, and 
when I return after a week or two I ask what they

did with the New Testament. It usually turns out 
that one of the refugees took the matter into his 
hands and formed a little Bible class of his own. 
‘That is the true community spirit, and from these 
cells Christian revival starts among the homeless 
but no longer hopeless. Once I gave the copy to 
a very small boy. He asked so much for it, and he 
said he would lend it to the local Bible class when- 
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ever it was needed. But he wanted to own it, and 
you should have seen his shiny eyes. 


From a Nurse “IT gave them all away” 


I am a hospital nurse. When I first heard that 
American Christians were sending Bibles to Ger- 
many, I wrote to the Hilfswerk, stating my case. 
I told them about the great demand for Bibles 
among my patients. I did not own a Bible myself 
and had to borrow one whenever I felt like bring- 
ing some consolation to one of my patients. I re- 
ceived a generous response to my letter. Five 
Bibles arrived, and I gave them all away, trusting 
that the next consignment from America would 
bring me one to keep for myself. In the name of 
my patients, please receive my hearty thanks. God 
bless you!

From a Happy Young Couple 


Two years ago I lost my Bible when Hanau was 
attacked during the last stages of the war. Our 
house was burned down, and all I saved was a 
hymn book which I used to carry in my bag dur- 
ing air raids. After the capitulation we were 
allowed again to teach religion at school. You 
can imagine how I missed my Bible. I always bor- 
rowed one; now I am happy again to own my own 
Bible. It is not only a source of consolation but it 
is a source of power. A word of the Lord gives us 
strength, and it is strength in faith which we need 
in our days. That this strength comes to us by the 
charity of former enemies is the thought I value 
most. 


From a Dean in Mecklenburg ‘The Bibles go 
from hand to hand” 


As a dean of Giistrow I thank you heartily for 
the New Testaments which you sent to us from 
America. We are living here in the Russian Zone 
of occupation. Food is scarce, as you know. But 
nothing is so much wanted as Bibles and New Tes- 
taments. There are not only millions of refugees 
in our zone owning no Bibles, but the original in- 
habitants have very often lost their Bibles, too, 
especially during the actions which were fought 
here in the last stages of the war. It is very difficult 
for our school children to learn Bible verses by 
heart or to remember the stories of the Bible which 
are told to them during lessons, if they can’t read 
those verses and stories at home. Most of them 
have never heard those stories before. Their in- 


terest is keen and they try hard to remember them.. 


Now you can imagine what a great joy it was to us 
to distribute your New Testaments in my district. 
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But—there is always a ‘“‘but”’—out of one thousand 
members of our congregations, only six could re- 
ceive a New Testament and three, a Bible. The 
others are still waiting. Now the Bibles go from 
hand to hand. In some communities turns have 
been arranged, everybody keeping the Bible just 
for one day of the week, passing it then on to his 
neighbor. ‘Thus a neighborly community spirit 
has been created, reminding one of the first days of 
Christianity.

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N THE DAY that the Advisory Council met in 

New York to consider the Society’s budget 

for 1948, front-page headlines appeared in most of 

the country’s newspapers, of which this from the 
Newark Evening News is typical: 

‘5 Billion to go for A-Bombs.” 

There followed this sentence taken from the 
speech just made in Atlantic City by the Chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission: “A total 
of two and a half billion dollars already has been 
spent and, ‘if this country means business,’ the 
total expenditure will increase to five billion dol- 
lars within the next several years.” 

While these words were being spoken delegates 
of 44 denominations, representing more than 
35,000,000 American Christians, were seriously 
considering a total 1948 budget, for the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures throughout the world, of 
$2,996,496. Of this amount $1,796,496 is for the 
continuing general work of the Society, and 
$1,200,000 for the World Emergency needs, which 
seem to grow greater rather than less as the 
months pass. 

Five billion dollars for developing the power 
that destroys; less than three million dollars for 
releasing the power that heals, that saves—1/1,333 
as much!

high place in the giving of Christian people. 
Yet, despite the fact that once again the Society 
is proposing the largest budget it has ever under- 
_taken to raise, it is far short of the amount actually 
required to meet known and urgent requests. 
Within the regular budget the foreign depart- 
ment presented askings totaling $73,200 greater 
than was granted for 1947. Of this amount only 
$25,000 could be allowed. 
For distribution in the United States askings 
exceeded last year’s budget by $46,614. Only 
$20,126 of that sum could be added. 
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The one thing, surely, that we must do in these 


The greatest discrepancy within the regular 
budget, however, concerns translation and _ re- 
vision work. Here $60,150 more than the 1947 
budget of $38,960 was requested. It had to be 
pared down to an increase of only $19,650—more 
than $40,000 short. 

The same story applies to all other departments 
of the Society’s work: legitimate askings far in ex- 
cess of the ability to supply them. 

But the World Emergency situation presents 
the most heart-breaking aspect of the whole pic- 
ture. The publication department has validated 
needs from 16 different areas, totaling 7,856,000 
volumes of Scripture, at a cost of $2,010,700. 
That, with the present accumulated deficit of 
$540,560 in the War Emergency Fund, makes a 
grand total needed of $2,551,260. 

All that the Society can reasonably foresee as 
likely to be raised during 1948 toward that sum 
is $1,200,000, which means, of course, that less 
than half of what should be done will be done un- 
less God opens the way. The earnest prayers and 
devoted efforts of the Society’s members could ac- 
complish that great purpose. If every Record 
reader would do two simple things, the task would 
be done: 

1—See to it that your church makes a contribu- 

tion to the Society during 1948. A suggested 
goal: 10c per member. 

2—Enlist one other person as a contributor, pre- 

ferably as an annual member at $5, $10 or 
$25. Leaflets describing membership are 
available upon request. 


Let us all take as our marching orders for 1948 
the two verses of Scripture with which we began: 
Jeremiah 4:19, 20: “I cannot hold my peace, be- 
cause thou hast heard, O my soul, the sound of 
the trumpet, the alarm of war. Destruction upon 
destruction is cried; for the whole land is spoiled...’ 
—Psalms 67:1: ‘‘God be merciful unto us, and 
bless us; and cause his face to shine upon us .. . 
That thy way may be known upon earth, thy sav- 
ing health among all nations.” 

If God’s way is to be known, we, His children, 
must assume the responsibility and the high priv- 
ilege of making it known to the uttermost parts of 
the earth 
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Mongolian Doors Swing Open Again 


Here is one of those stories which is read to great profit uf the reader has a map before ham. How 
little many Americans know about Mongolia! And how receptive to the Gospel she is! So get 
out your atlas and read this story

about the future of mission work in Mon- 
golia. When the Swedish Mongol Mission decided 
to send Mr. Joel Eriksson to North China and 
Mongolia to find out the real conditions and pos- 
sibilities of work among the Mongols, I was asked 
if I, subject to the Bible Society’s permission, 
would like to accompany Mr. Eriksson. As I 
hoped to be able to travel a good deal in the sum- 
mer, I gladly agreed. 

We left Sweden in early April and arrived in 
Kalgan May 20. ‘There were countless delays, 
during which we thoroughly overhauled the old 
Ford car belonging to the Swedish Mongol Mis- 
sion. 

Our plan was to go up to the Mission’s old 
field northeast of Kalgan. But owing to the un- 
settled conditions we had to take the car by train 
to Suiyuan and try to reach Mongolia north of 
Kweisui. 

We were indeed very happy when, after a long 
wait, we were able to start from Suiyuan. With 
us in the car was a new missionary for Mongolia, 
Mr. McGillivray. He had some years of exper- 
ience in China and, as many others had been hin- 
dered by the Japanese from entering Mongolia, 
he, too, was happy to be along. I had just 
received quite a few orders for Chinese Bibles and 
Testaments and was glad to be able to transport 
these at the same time. 

In Tatung we met our friends working in the 
Holiness Union Mission and stayed over night 
with them. Most of the stations belonging to this 
Mission are in the districts still occupied by the 
Reds. On our journey to Kweisui we passed sev- 
eral places where missionaries had been stationed 
before the war. Now the stations are empty and it 
will take some time before they will be occupied 
again. The doors are wide open in this province. 
Many more missionaries are needed. Where are 
the laborers? 

Immediately after arriving in Kweisui we made 
preparations to enter Mongolia proper, and it 
was a real joy to be actually off after more than 
three years’ absence. The mountains were beau- 
tiful. A nice road has been built since I went this 
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Dyess our furlough we were often questioned 


way fourteen years ago. The Chinese have 
changed the old Mongolian place-names. The 
Chinese farmers have penetrated deep into the 
Province of Durbet, and the Mongols have been 
driven farther and farther north. 

Our first stop was at the place of the Prince of 
Durbet, and we were heartily welcomed by the 
prince and his men: Mr. Eriksson and the work

in Hatt-in-Sum were very well known to them. 
They were happy to see us and did all they could 
to show their good will. Mr. Eriksson gave medi- 
cal treatment to the old prince some years ago. 
Before this the whole feeling had been very dif- 
ferent, but since the head of the Durbet Province 
was cured, the rest of the people were very 
friendly to the Mission. The colporteurs sent out 
by the Bible Society and the Swedish Mongol 
Mission had experienced hardships in this part of 
Mongolia, but later on they were received very 
well, and I remember how happy they were when 
they came back, telling about the kindness of the 
Durbet people. 

As their honorable guests we were served with 
a whole sheep. ‘The tail, together with more than 
half the sheep, was boiled in a big iron pot with- 
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out being washed. No salt was used. But its taste 
_ was delicious. The whole thing was served on a 
big dish, and the guests were given sharp knives 
and invited to begin. The Mongols usually boil 
the meat insufficiently, so good teeth are a great 
advantage. When we had eaten as much as pos- 
sible, the Mongols still urged us to eat more. A 
guest is expected to help himself until he is per- 
spiring. ‘That is the sign of repletion. After we 
had eaten of the mutton, soup was served! It was 
late in the evening when the meal was over, and 
we went straight to bed. The Mongols say that 
they cannot sleep well without a really heavy 
meal. For us it is just the opposite. 

The next day we visited the prince and high 
officials of the province and were able to witness 
for Christ. As we were saying farewell, one of the 
men said: “As you, Mr: Eriksson, are not coming 
_ back, please go home and send out new workers 
who can help us!’ — ‘Well,’ Mr. Eriksson said, 

“will you give them a place in your province?” — 
“Yes,” the highest official said, “‘it is your task to 
-send them; we will do the rest.””, Such opportuni- 
ties exist in many parts of Mongolia. The Mongols 
are longing for missionaries. May God help us to 
enter through the open doors! ; 

We left our nice friends that afternoon and 
went to visit some patients. Sick people came 
from all directions and we had a fine oppor- 
tunity to preach to them as well as treat their 
maladies. 

While we were there the Durbet people had one 
of their biggest temple feasts. As great crowds of 
people usually come together for this feast, we de- 
cided to visit the place where it was held and ar- 
rived there after a few hours’ fairly rough travel- 


ing. The temple, Sharr Muren, is one of the larg- 


est in Inner Mongolia. In former days there were 
about 1,000 lamas living there. It is well kept 
and built into the side of a big mountain. 

As we were arriving at the temple, people were 
coming from all directions on horseback or in 
carts to attend the festival. It was a really great 
day for the Mongols. They were dressed in their 
best clothes, the women wearing long colored 
dresses. All were eager to meet old friends. In 
some of the many buildings the lamas were pray- 
ing and reading their holy scriptures. Some were 
blowing horns and others occasionally beating 
huge drums. Worshipers were going in and out, 
some of them kneeling outside the doors. It was a 
moving sight to see these poor Mongols falling 
down before their idols. How rich we are! We 
have a Living God before whom we can bow, and 
He is able to give us peace. 
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Everyone was waiting eagerly for the great 
event in the afternoon. ‘The sins of the people 
were to be burned. The lamas had prepared a big 
paper figure surmounted by a skull also made of 
paper. ‘They call this figure the ‘Sorr.’? They be- 
lieve that all sins and demons are drawn into the 
‘Sorr.’. Sometimes the lamas carry the ‘Sorr’ over 
the heads of the kneeling people. Outside the 
temple-yard was kindled a huge fire. The lamas, 
followed by the people and carrying their drums, 
walked down to the fire. They stopped about ten 
yards in front of it. A lama called ‘Gurtum,.’ 
dressed in special‘ garments, came running from 
the temple and was seated in a chair. He was 
possessed by a demon or, as the Mongols say, by 
‘gods.’ His whole body was shaking. The crowd 
was greatly excited by his arrival and almost 
fought each other to get his blessing by touching 
him. It was a terrible sight. 

When everyone had received his “‘blessing,”’ the 
lamas who had been holding the ‘Sorr’ went to the 
fire and threw the ‘Sorr’ into the flames. All 
clapped their hands. ‘The Gurtum rose and shot 
an arrow through the fire and went back into the 
temple. ‘The feast was over. The whole scene re- 
minded me very much of Golgotha. Poor Mongols, 
who are ignorant that Jesus has died for their sins 
more than 1,900 years ago! 

After working some days in Durbet, where we 
found all doors wide open for mission work, we 
left for Darchan Bele Province. Our plans were 
to go farther west, but as our gasoline was almost 
gone we had to return to Kweisui. However, we 
learned that it was safe to go to the west and that 
there are big districts open for mission work. 
Mongolia is in some ways more open than ever 
before. May God bless the work in this neglected 
land! 

Arriving in Kweisui, we had finished the first 
part of our trip. Leaving the worn-out car, we 
went by train to Paotow. From Paotow, west we 
went by Chinese truck. Along the road we met 
several Mongols who are living in the mountains. 
The road goes through purely Mongolian terri- 
tory. In the distance we saw the Yellow River, 
and on the other side of the river, Ordos Mon- 
golia with its high sand-hills. Ordos is another 
great section of Mongolia, with seven provinces. 
Very little work has been done among the Ordos 
Mongols. 

It was interesting to see the Patsebolong Mis- 
sion Station. At this place the Scandinavian Al- 
liance Mission has had a great work for many 
years. A colony was started just after 1900 to help 
the Christian Mongols to work and at the same 
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time teach them the way of Christian living. A 
large area of land belonged to the Mission and 
many, both of Chinese and Mongols, have been 
working for the Mission. Some years ago the 
land was taken over by the Chinese Government, 
and the Mission has only the mission station for 
the time being. Around the station a whole village 
has grown up. 

From Patsebolong we had to turn back. Our 
plans had been to go by our own car farther west, 


but the car was not in good enough condition. 

Since the work had. been closed for a few years, 
the friends were happy to hear that they could 
again secure some Scriptures. As everywhere, no 
continuing, much less expanding, work can be 
done where there are no Scriptures for the peo- 
ple; and the possibilities for expansion in Mon- 
golia seem without limit, both in the readiness of 
the people’s hearts and in the countless untouched 
areas. 


‘Without It I Should Die”’ 


Secretary Harold C. Willans of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society’s agency in Rangoon, 
Burma, in the circular letter accompanying the 
first annual report of the Burma Agency to be 
issued since 1943, includes this paragraph: 


When the Japanese were on a spy hunt, anyone who 
could read was suspect and it was almost a crime to be 
in possession of a book. But books were precious and 
the people took to hiding them. Hymn books, prayer 
books and Testaments were hidden away and only 
brought out to be read in secret. Some Christians hid a 
book or two in the pillow they used every night, and 
others wrapped the precious volumes in waterproof 
leaves from palm trees and hid them in the forest. A 
few refused to be parted from their New Testaments, 
whatever the risk. They were proud of their faith and 
““What’s this book?” asked a 
Japanese soldier on finding a Testament in the house of 
one of them. The reply was a memorable one and 
must have impressed the soldier, for he left the Christian 
his book and did not question him further. ‘‘That is my 
Bible, my life. Where I go it must go with me, and 
without it I should die.” 


scorned concealment. 


With Secretary and Mrs. Fonger seen dimly in the 
background, a shipping clerk in the Manila Bible House 
is wrapping Scriptures to fill the constant stream of or- 
ders received. Mr. Fonger reports that Bibles and Testa- 
ments in the Philippine dialects are sold as fast as they 
arrive from America. 

The Society’s Publication Committee recently auth- 
orized the publication in this country, from plates flown 
here since V-J Day, 78,000 Bibles and 36,000 New 
Testaments in eight different Philippine dialects, with 
the understanding that such books as cannot be paid for 
by the purchasers or out of the Philippine Agency’s funds 
will be a charge against the Society’s Postwar Fund. The 
entire cost is estimated at $144,000.

December Meeting 
of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-second year was 
held at the Bible House, 450 Park 
Avenue, New York 22, on Thursday, 
December 4, 1947, at 3:30 p.m., Presi- 
dent Daniel Burke, LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Secretary ‘Taylor. 

The death of Dr. Robert Elliott 
Speer was reported, and the following 
Memorial Minute was adopted: 

Robert Elliott Speer 

By the death of Dr. Robert Elliott 
Speer on November 23, 1947 the Ameri- 
can Bible Society lost one of its staunchest 
friends and one of its most loyal and per- 
suasive advocates. Dr. Speer was elected 
a vice president of the Society in 1927. 
During his long years of Christian service 
he was a firm believer in the Society and 
promoted its work throughout the world. 

From 1891 to 1937 Dr. Speer was exec- 
utive secretary of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A. He was president of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
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America from 1920 to 1924. In 1927 he 
was elected moderator of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A., and was the first layman to hold 
that office. Though he was never or-. 
dained a minister, Dr. Speer was given 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity by the 
University of Edinburgh, Scotland in 
1910, and he was frequently a guest 
preacher in Presbyterian churches 
throughout the country. At the time of 
his retirement from active duty as senior 
secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions 
Dr. Speer was active on more than thirty 
committees and interdenominational or- 
ganizations. During World War I he was 
a member of the Advisory Committee on 
Religious and Moral Activities of the 
Army and Navy. 

During his forty-six years with the 
Presbyterian Foreign Board Dr. Speer 
traveled widely to supervise missionary 
work on the field. He made numerous 
trips to China, to various Latin American 
countries, to Persia, India, Korea, Japan, 
Siam and the Philippine Islands. He rep- 
resented his board at international mis- 
sionary conferences at Edinburgh, Pan- 
ama, Montevideo and Jerusalem. He was 
a firm believer in the value of the Bible in 
the missionary activities of the Church 
and gave support to the Bible Societies in 
his travels across the world and in the 
great international missionary confer- 
ences, in which he was always an out- 
standing figure. 

The Board and the Officers of the 
American Bible Society extend their ex- 
pression of profound sympathy to his be- 
loved wife and their son and daughters. 
Their loss is ours also, and we, too, are 
greatly bereaved by his passing. 

The Budget for 1948 was approved. 

The Report of the Findings Commit- 
tee of the Advisory Council was pre- 
sented. 

A large number of Scripture volumes 
in various foreign languages, several of 
them being new publications, were on 
display. 

A cablegram from General Mac- 
Arthur emphasizing the urgent needs 
of the Scriptures in Japan was pre- 
sented. 

A first edition of Martin Luther’s 
Bible, 1534, in two volumes, which had 
just been acquired for the Library, was 
presented. 

The meeting was adjourned.

since so many refugees have crossed the river, 
leaving everything behind. But the old members 
of our congregation have also suffered terribly. 
The last actions of the war have destroyed houses 
and farms. The only consolation can be derived 
from the Holy Scriptures, but very few Bibles were 
left in our district. Now we have received 192 
Bibles, 400 Testaments and 4,000 single Gospels. 


We held special thanksgiving services in which we 


praised the Lord and thanked our brethren in 
Christ on the other side of the ocean for their gen- 
erous gift. We prayed for them, our former ene- 
mies who have acted in the spirit of the Gospel of 
Love. This Gospel is the bond which unites Chris- 
tians in time and eternity. The congregations by 
the River Oder are also very active now. To give 
material help was, of course, our first task. It is 


_ most important now to offer spiritual help. Many

volunteer helpers have joined in this work. They 


_ have held lessons without Bibles or hymn books. 


_ From Miners in the Ruhr Valley 


You can imagine now how greatly their task has 
been helped by your gift of Bibles. 


‘“Many had 
grown up in atheism” 


In the industrial district of the Ruhr Valley we 
have special camps for miners. Men are living 
there who have been sent by the labor-exchange 
offices of other districts to work in the mines. They 
don’t know anybody here. They are strangers to 
their new trade. Their families are living some- 


where else, sometimes hundreds of miles away. 


With not enough food they have to work in the 


_ darkness day after day. When I, as a helper of the 


Protestant Relief Work, received the first consign- 
ment of Bibles from America, I went to a miners’ 


' camp in Essen and after a Bible lesson distributed 
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fifteen New Testaments. I had to come again the 
next day to bring more. The demand for Scrip- 
tures grew from day to day among these miners, 
many of whom had grown up in atheism. Many 
had never been taught anything but the Nazi doc- 
trines of race, religion and biological materialism. 
Now the Word of the Lord is spreading among 
them. It must be a wonderful feeling for an Amer- 
ican Christian to realize what his small gift of a 
New Testament now means to a German miner in 
far-off Ruhr Valley, and how it has become in- 
strumental in the building up of the Kingdom of 
God. The miners have asked me especially to con- 
vey their thanks to the American Bible Society. 
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underwrite at least a total amount of $1,107,510 annual 
support as the share of the churches to meet the urgent 
needs considered at this meeting. In addition to the 
endorsement of the Society’s plan for lifting the giving 
of the churches, the Advisory Council regards favorably 
the Society’s effort to enlist 500,000 new members, 
whose individual contributions from year to year will 
enable the Society more nearly to realize its goal of 
meeting the vastly increased Scripture needs antici- 
pated during the next two decades. We endorse the 
plan for an enlarged |program, calling for an annual ex- 
penditure of 4 million dollars for the next 15 or 20 years, 
as a new level of service to be considered as the Society’s 
normal task in this new world of opportunity. 

2. We recommend that the theme: ‘‘The Book of All 
Nations” be adopted for 1948 and used in the Bible 
Reading program. 

3. We recommend to all magazines and official or- 
gans of denominations that they publish the program 
and work of the American Bible Society in a graphic 
and living fashion; also that they give publicity to the 
Society’s radio programs.
